Recontly this reachoed the ears
of n Kearney capnltalist, who was also in-
formeod that the whole wali would bave to
come down In » venr at nost, and that Lin
coln people on the Inside wero already
fNguring on having tha state ouild a new
penitentiary with an  appropriation which
they hopad Lo work through the legisinture
at tho comning session,

soouring the romoval of the penltentiary to
